Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in response to applicant's arguments, regarding 
claims 1 and 5. that Ahmed, in combination with Milladi does not describe or suggest sending SNR measurement reports and the NACK 
at a time that is different that the time when the MS continuously sends channel SNR measurements, and that there is no disclosure in 
Ahmed that MS reports SNR measurement reports and the NACK at a time that Is different than the time when the MS continuously 
sends channel SNR measurements (Remarks: page 3), the Examiner makes reference to Ahmed, col. 3, lines 59-65 where it discloses 
that the MS responds with a NACK message and sends a channel SNR measurement report (see also Fig. 5); note that it also discloses 
that the MS continuously sends SNR measurements reports, typically every two milliseconds, i.e., scheduled reporting times. Therefore, 
describing or suggesting sending SNR measurement reports and the NACK at a time that is different that the time when the MS 
continuously sends channel SNR measurements. Moreover, in response to applicant's arguments, regarding claim 3, that MIyoshi only 
describes the operation of a base station and not a receiver (Remarks: page 5), the Examiner makes reference to Miyoshi, page 2, 
paragraph [0032]; and page 3, paragraph [0043] where it discloses that the communication terminal, i.e., the receiver, does the operation 
wherein the receiver sent the NACK information a predetermined number of times at consecutive times as stated in the claim. Therefore, 
for the reasons stated above, the claims stand rejected/objected as stated in the last Office Action. 
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
